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PROPOSALS,  &c. 

IT  muft  be  allowed,  that  all  human  knowledge 
ought  to  be  fubfcrvient  to  the  good  of  fociety, 
and  in  proportion  as  this  is  advanced  by  any  fcience, 
fo  ought  that  fciencc  to  be  held  in  efteem. 

Providence  in  his  unerring  wifclom,  having  al- 
lotted to  mankind  different  capacities,  and  implant- 
ed in  them  propenfities  to  particular  purfuits ; fo 
that  what  is  matter  of  the  greateft  fatisfaftion  to 
one,  fhall  be  perfe£Uy  infipid  to  another,  it  is  no 
wonder  that  they  fhould  differ  fo  widely  in  the 
apprehended  utility  of  their  refpeftive  employ- 
ments ; each  from  a principle  predominant  in  the 
human  mind,  being  willing  to  think  his  own  of  the 
greateft  importance  ; and  fo  ftrongly  is  this  idea 
Impreffed  on  the  minds  of  feme,  as  to  betray  them 
into  a narrownefs  of  thinking,  inc'onfiftent  with 
that  liberality  of  fentlment,  which  would  excite  a 
wifh  for  the  univerfal  increafe  of  fcience,  when 
connefted,  even  in  the  remoteft  degree,  with  the 
interefts  of  mankind. 


Without 
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Without  derogating  then  in  the  leaft  from  the 
utility  of  other  arts,  I fhall,  in  a few  words,  en- 
deavour to  point  out  the  advantages  of  Botany, 
a fcience  which  this  defign  is  particularly  intended 
to  promote. 

Amortg  all  the  ftudies  which  engage  mankind, 
few  are  attended  with  circuriiftances  equally  plealing 
in  their,  purfuit ; few  can  boaft  that  infinite  va- 
riety of  objedts  which  are  perpetually  engaging 
our  attention,  and  inviting  us  to  partake  of  plea- 
fures  equally  rational  and  innocent 
# 

It  is  a fcience  which  has  been  cultivated  by  the 
wifeft  ot  mankind,  and  particularly  by  the  moft 
diftinguifhed  profeffors'of  the  medical  art.— Here, 
as  philofophers,  vve  may  admire,  and  contemplate 
tlie  beautiful  works  of  an  Almighty  Being ; what 
an  infinite  difplay  of  wifdom  is  obfervable  m the 
difterent  modes  of  the  growth,  and  propagation  of

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plants  ! what  care  is  taken  in  perpetuating  the  fuc- 
cellion  of  each  fpecies  ! how  admirably  are  they 
adapted  to  grow  in  every  different  foil,  and  fitua- 
tion,  fo  as  to  leave  no  part  of  the  globe,  not  even 
rocks  and  ftones  uncovered  1 with  what  regular  or- 
der, and  in  what  conftant  fucceflion,  do  they 
flower  and  produce  their  feeds  ! In  fhort,  a perfon 
of  an  inquifitive,  or  contemplative  turn  will  find 
in  plants  an  endlefs  fource  of  innocent  delight  ; 
another  world,  as  it  were,  opens  to  his  view,  he 
beholds  the  face  of  nature  through  a new  medium 
of  vifion,  and  has  the  fuperior  pleafure  of  being 
able  to  read  in  that  book  which  to  the  generality 
of  mankind  is  a mere  blank, 

The  importance  of  this  fcience  as  a branch  of 
medical  knowledge  is  happily  expreflhd  by  the  late 
ingenious  Dr.  Gregory,  the  ornament  of  his  prq- 
feflion,  and  I may  add  of  human  nature  ; in  his 
advice  to  the  young  Phyfician,  he  thus  deliver's  his 
fentiments  on  this  head  : “ T'he  fcience  of  botany  is 
“ fuhfervient  to  the  praBice  of  phyjic  as  far  as  it  facili- 
“ tates  the  knowledge  of  plants,  by  reducing  them  into 
“ the  mojl  commodious  and  perfeSi  fyjiem  ; and  although 
it  is  not  nccejjary  to  be  particul-trly  acquainted  with  tloe 
name  and  hiflory  of  every  plant,  yet  every  one  ought  to 

B 2 “ be 
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“ he  fa  well  founded  in  the  principles  of  botany  as  to  he 
“ able  to  find  its  place  in  the  Jyflent,  and  to  deferibe  it 
“ fcientifically : AND  we  ought  to  be  particu- 

“ EARLY  ACQUAINTED  WITH  EVERY  MATE- 
“ RIAL  CIRCUMSTANCE  RELATIVE  TO  THOSE 

PLANTS  WHICH  ARE  USED  IN  DIET  OR  ME- 
“ DICINE.” 

It  is  however,  much  to  be  regretted,  that  this 
fcience  is  fo  little  attended  to  by  gentlemen  of  the 
faculty  in  this  country,  as  it  obliges  them  to  de- 
pend on  the  (kill  of  the  ignorant,  and  illiterate, 
for  many  of  their  efficacious  officinal  plants,  fre- 
quently at  the  expence  of  their  own  charaders, 
ai>d  of  all  that  is  valuable  to  their  patients. 

Although  newly  difeovered  chemical  remedies 
and  foreign  drugs,  may  have  juftly  fuperfeded  many 
of  our  Englifli  plants,  yet  a great  number  arc  ftiU 
retained  in  our  Pharmacopcea,  and  many  poflefs 
very  poifonous  qualities ; to  be  acquainted  with 
thefe  at  leaft,  is  the  duty  of  every  one,  that  takes 
on  himfelf  the  important  charaaer  of  guardian 
of  the  healths  of  mankind. 

But  it  is  not  to  phyfic  alone,  that  botany  is  fub- 

fervient,  perhaps  it  may.be  applied  with  as  much 

advantage 
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advantage  to  agriculture,  as  to  any  other  fcience. 
In  this  enlightened  age,  when  arts  and  fciences 
are  carried  to  a pitch  unthought  of  in  former 
times,  we  might  expeft  a nation  celebrated  not 
lefs  for  its  arts,  than  its  arms,  would  be  the  firft  to 
promote  a fcience,  whofe  improvements  are  the 
only  folid  check  to  the  baneful,  and  enervating 
effe£ls  of  luxury,  and  diflipation  ; and  accordingly 
we  find  many  of  our  nobility,  gentlemen  of  landed 
property,  and  public  focieties,  fully  aware  of  its 
importance,  and  endeavouring  by  premiums,  and 
a variety  of  other  means,  to  improve  it ; much 
however  ftill  remains  to  be  done,  nor  is  it  probable 
that  their  endeavours  will  be  crowned  with  fuc- 
cefs,  ’till  botany  is  more  cultivated,  and  plants, 
particularly  the  graffes,  better  underftbod. 

How  incapable  mod  of  our  modern  writers  on 
agriculture  are  of  communicating  their  difeoveries 
for  want  of  botanic  information  ; and  how  much 
the  progrefs  of  this  moft  ufeful  fcience  is  thereby 
retarded,  muft  be  obvious  to  all  thofe  who  have  - 
perufed  their  writings  with  any  degree  of  at- 
tention. 

I am  inclined  to  fuppofe,  that  this  inattention  of 
the  fa,culty  and  others  to  botany,  proceeds  in  a 

great 
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great  meafure  from  a want  of  opportunity  to  ac- 
quire it,  and  that  if  the  means  were  afforded, 
there  would  no  longer  be  caufe  of  complaint  or 
cenlure. 

To  afford  the  means  of  obtainins:  this  know- 
ledge  is  the  objeft  of  the  prefent  inftitution — an 
inftitution  which  has  been  attended  with  con- 
liderable  expence,  and  coft  the  author  much  time 
and  attention,  fhould  he  have  the  pleafing  fatis- 
faftion  of  feeing  it  become  produftive  of  national 
utility,  that  time  he  fhall  think  ufefuUy  employ- 
ed and  that  attention  moft  happily  beftowed. 

The  more  eifedlually  to  fucceed  in  promoting 
the  knowledge  previoufly  recommended,  as  fo 
effential  to  the  interefts  of  individuals,  and  the 
community  at  large,  he  has  felefted  from  the 
toundlefs  field  of  vegetable  produftions,  certain 
clalfes  of  plants,  univerfally  acknowledged  to  be 
either  the  moft  ufeful,  or  the  moft  neceffary  to  l>e 
known ; by^  which  means  the  ftudent’s  attention 
is  more  immediately  diredled  to  the  objedls  of  his 
purfuit,  thefe  are  the  medicinal,  culinary,  poifonous, 
agricultural  and  hriiijb  plants,  all  of  which  claffes 
are  kept  in  feparate  and  diJUndl  quarter^  exprels’d 
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in  the  plan  of  the  garden  ; to  thefe  are  added  two 
; other  quarters,  the  one  containing  fuch  plants  as 
; are  calculated  to  inftruft  the  ftudent  in  the  prin- 
I ciples  of  the  Linnaean  fyftem,  being  living  ex- 
; aniples  of  moft  of  his  claffes  and  orders,  the  other 
I furnifhed  with  hardy,  ornamental  flowers  and 
t flirubs,  chiefly  exotic,  and  cultivated  in  the  gar- 
I dens  of  the  curious. 

As  the  pra£llcal  part  of  Botany  as  well  as  of 
f every  other  fcience  is  the  moft  ufeful,  fo  it  is  pre- 

■ fumed,  the  mode  of  communicating  this  knowledge 
is  fuch  as  will  meet  with  general  approbation,  this 
is  effeded  by  having  the  generic  and  trivial  name 

•of  each  plant  according  to  Linnaeus,  painted  rn  a 
legible  hand,  and  affixed  to  it,  and  that  none  may 
lofe  the  advantage  of  acquiring  a knowledge  of 
plants  from  a non-acquaintaince  with  Latin,  the 

■ Knglifh  names  alfo  are  added,  with  a view  that 

■ Botany  in  this  familiar  drefs,  might  be  inftruftive 
to  thofe,  whom  the  bare  mention  of  a long  hard- 

O 

founding  Latin  name  might  tend  to  difeourage. 

And  the  author  is  ready  to  flatter  hlmfelf  that 
■many  perfons  who  are  naturally  fond  of  plants 
• and  flowers,  will  be  ready  to  encourage  an  under- 
taking 
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taking  of  this  kind,  by  which,  at  the  fame  time,, 
that  they  indulge  their  particular  tafte,  they  may 
infenfibly  acquire  knowledge 

It  has  been  objefted  by  a few,  that  a know-' 
ledge  of  plants  thus  ealily  acquired,  is  as  eafily 
forgotten  ; but  this  muft  certainly  be  more  the: 
fault  of  the  ftudents,  than  the  method,  as  they 
may  without  moleftation  fpend  as  much  time  as: 
they  pleafe  in  inveftigating  them,  and  becoming; 
perfectly  acquainted  with  their  charadlers ; and,, 
Hill  farther,  to  allift  them  in  their  ftudies,  a li- 
brary of  thofe  books  mofk  neceflary  for  ftudents 
is  open  to  their  infpedlion. 

It  now  remains  for  the  author  to  exprefs  hisi 
gratitude  to  thofe  who  have  patronized,  encouraged,, 
and  affifled  him  in  his  undertaking. 

To  the  generofity  and  public  fpirit  of  the  ho- 
nourable Dairies  Barrington  and  Thomas  IVhitey 
Efq.  his  principal  patrons  in  this  undertaking, 
the  garden  in  a great  degree  owes  its  exiftence.

T)Y  the  wife  and  unchangeable  laws  of  nature, 
-L#  cftablifhed  by  a Being  infinitely  good,  and  in-, 
finitely  powerful,  not  only  Man,  the  lord  of  tha 
creation,  “ fair  form  who  wears  fweet  fmiles,  and 
looks  ereft  on  heaven,”  but  every  fubordinate  be- 
ing, becomes  fubjeft  to  decay  and'death;  pain  and 
difeafe,  the  inheritance  of  mortality,  ufually  acce- 
lerate his  diflblution;  to  combat  thefe,  to  alleviate 
when  it  has  not  the  power  to  avert,  Medicine^  ho- 
noured art,  comes  to  our  affiftance. 

It  will  not  be  expefted  that  we  Ihould  here  give 
a hiftory  of  this  ancient  praftice,  or  draw  a parallel 
betwixt  the  fuccefs  of  former  Phyficians  and  thofe 
of  modern  times;  all  that  concerns  us  to  remark  is, 
that  the  ancients  were  infinitely  more  indebted  to 
'the  vegetable  kingdom  for  the  materials  of  their  art 
than  the  moderns : not  fo  well  acquainted  with  the 
CBconomy  of  nature,  which  teaches  us  that  plants 
were  chiefly  deftined  for  the  food  of  various  ani- 
mals, they  fought  in  every  herb  fome  latent  healing 
virtue,  and  frequently  endeavoured  to  make  up  the 
want  of  efiicacy  in  one  by  the  combination  of  num- 
bers; hence  the  extreme  length  of  their  farraginous 
preferiptions.

More  enlightened  ideas  of  the  operations  of  mc- 
4icines,  joined  to  feveral  powerful  remedies  drawn 
from  the  mineral  kingdom,  have  taught  the  mo- 
derns greater  fimplicity  and  concifcnefs  in  practice; 
perhaps  there  is  a danger  that  this  limplicity  may 
be  carried  too  far,  and  become  finally  detrimen- 
tal to  the  exercife  of  the  healins;  art. 

In  felefting  the  plants  ufed  in  the  praiSice  of 
phyfic,  commonly  called  (iffidnah,  we  have  confined 
ourfelves  to  thole  enumerated  in  the  difjjenfatories 
of  this  kingdom,  dividing  them  into  two  clafTes, 
one  of  which  may  be  diftinguiflied  by  the  name  of 
jifitata,  2lV\A  tht  o\.\\zx  minus  ujitates;  in  the  former 
vve  include  all  thofe  of  the  prefent  London  and 
Edinburgh  Pbarmacopmlas,  in  the  latter  fuch  as 
.are  omitted  by  the  colleges,  but  retained  in  Lewis’s 
Difpenfatory,  with  fonje  few  of  modern  introduc- 
tion. 

Thofe  plants  which  have  numbers  prefixed  to 
them,  are  at  prefent  growing  in  the  garden,  thofe 
which  have  none  have  not  yet  been  obtained,  ^nd 
fuch  as  have  an  afterilk  are  either  the  produce  of 
warmer  climates,  and  to  be  found  only  in  the  floves 
and  confervatories  of  the  curious,  or  incapable  of 
being  cultivated.

HE  vegetable  food  of  the  inhabitants  of  diffe- 


rent countries  varies  with  the  produftions 
of  each  ; in  the  hot  climates,  nature,  lavifh  of  her 
ilores,  pours  forth  fpohtaneoufly  a profufion  of  ve- 
getables, fuited  to  the  indoles  of  the  natives ; in  the 
temperate  and  colder  climates,  what  nature  has 
abridged,  the  induftry  and  ingenuity  of  man  has 
abundantly  fupplied  : thus,  in  our  own  country,  to 
which  nature  with  a fparing  hand  has  adminiftered 
the  neceflariesof  life,  we  arc  enabled  to  indulge  in 
the  luxuries  of  the  Indies. 

The  Pine  j^pple^  the  Grope^  the  Melon^  and  a va- 
riety of  other  delicious  fruits,  are  here  brought  to 
a degree  of  perfeftion,  rarely  feen  even  in  the 
countries  which  give  them  birth. 

Certain  nations  are  in  the  praftice  of  living  on 
a greater  variety  of  vegetables  than  others,  the 
French,  whofe  cookery  is  fo  highly  efteemed  by 
fome,  ufe  a number  of  herbs  fcarcely  known  to  us; 
the  Dutch  alfo  are  celebrated  for  the  produaions  . 
■ ©f  their  kitchen  gardens. 

We,  as  a nation,  are  certainly  more  in  the  prac- 
ti<;e  of  eating  vegetables  than  formerly ; hence 


perhaps

perhaps  the  fea  fcurvy  has  in  a great  degree  been 
baniflted  from  among  us,  and  the  community  be- 
nefited in  various  ways. 

This  department,  though  the  moft  cultivated  of 
any,  is  ftill  capable  of  improvement ; many  other 
vegetables  may  be  introduced  with  advantage, 
' among  thefe  the  EngUJh  Mercury^  or  Good  King 
Henry i the  Sea  Beet,  and  common  Cbickwetd,  deferve 
to  have  more  attention  paid  them,  being  excel- 
lent fubftitutes  {or  Spinach,  and  mor^  Jiardy;  the 
firft  of  thefe,  though  unknown  to  the  greateft  herb 
market  in  the  kingdom,  Covent  Garden,  is  culti- 
vated in  many  parts  of  England,  cfpecially  Lin- 
colnlhire  and  Yorkftiire ; tbe  fecond  grows  wild 
by  the  fea  fide,  and  is  eafily  propagated  in  the  gar- 
den ; the  latter  is  always  accelfible  to  thofe  who 
have  no  garden,  particularly  in  the  fpring,  when 
potherbs  are  fcarce. 

We  fhall  conclude  thefe  few  prefatory  remarks, 
by  recommending  to  the  perufal  of  fuch  as  wilh 
to  have  their  kitchen  gardens  well  fupplied  with 
many  of  the  falutary  articles  here  enumerated,  a

rp^O  the  diftinguiflied  abilities,  unwearied  affi- 
A duity,  and  communicative  diTpofition  of  Mr. 
Ray,  aflifted  by  many  of  his  cotemporaries,  we 
are  indebted  for  the  firft  Britljh  Flora,  which  could 
in  any  wife  be  confidered  as  compleat ; fuch  was 
« his  Synopjts  Stirpium  Britannicarum,  the  third  Edi- 
t tion  of  which  ftill  remains  to  be  moft  defervedly 
valued  ; in  this  work  we  have  an  enumeration,  and 
frequently  a defcription,  not  only  of  the  more 
perfeft  plants,  but  alfo  of  the  Mufci,  Fuel,  Fungi^ 
See.  all  arranged  according  to  a fyftem  of  his  own. 
—To  this  fyftem  of  our  great  predeceflbr,  fucceed- 
ed  that  of  the  celebrated  Linnaeus,  the  ornament 
of  Sweden  ; the  excellence  of  which  was  fuch  as  to 
create  general  admiration,  and  infure  it  an  almoft 
univerfal  reception  : hence  it  became  neceflary 
(if  1 may  be  allowed  the  expreflion)  to  Linneanize 
Mr.  Ray;  this  arduous  talk  was  attempted' by 
Mr.  Hudson,  and  Mr.  Ray’s  Synopjis,  to  fpeak 
metaphorically,  tranfmigrated  into  Mr.  Hudson’s 
Flora  Angltca ; in  which  form,  though  it  retained 
the  advantages  of  a new  body,  it  loft  a portion  of 

its 
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its  original  fplrlt,  much  ufeful  information  being 
fuppreffed,  and  many  diftinft  fpecies  made  into  va- 
rieties ; it  was,  however,  enriched  with  many 
new  plants,  difcovered  by.  Mr.  Hudson  and  hTs 
friends. 

In  the  year  1777,  Mr.  Lightfoot  having  ac- 
.companied  Mr.  Pennant  into  Scotland,  for  the 
purpofe  of  making  difcoveries  in  natural  his- 
tory, favoured  the  public,  on  his  return,  with  an 
.ample  account  of  the  plants  difcovered  in  his  nor- 
thern tour,  under  the  title  of  Flora  Scotica ; the 
value  of  which  was  greatly  enhanced  by  the  new 
iights  thrown  on  the  cryptogamous  plants  in  gene- 
ral, and  the  excellent  plates  of  feveral  rare  plants 
■which  accompanied  it. 

In  the  fucceeding  year  appeared  the  fecond  edi- 
fion  of  Mr.  Hudson’s  book,  in  which  the  plants 
<of  the  Flora  Scotica,  with  many  additional  ones  pre- 
ivloully  difcovered,  were  inferred. 

The  works  of  thefe  three  different  Authors,  the 
.only  pra£llcal  ones  of  any  note  that  have  been  pub- 
lifhed  in  this  country,  form  the  bafis  of  the  prefent 
'Catalogue ; where  / have  not  bad  an  opportunity 

' ■ of 
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of  obferving  or  cultivating  the  plants  which  they 
enumerate,  I have  relied  implicitly  on  their  accu- 
racy; where  / /jave,  as  an  enquirer  after  truth,  I 
prefuine  1 fhould  have  been  cenfurable  not  to  have 
ufed  the  lights,  which  perhaps  a more  minute  en- 
quiry, or  better  opportunities  of  cultivation  had 
afforded  me;  hence  I have  in  feveral  inflances  dif- 
fered, both  from  Mr.  Ray  and  Mr.  Hudson, 
and  am  foriy  to  have  occafion  to  differ  lb  mate- 
rially from  the  latter,  in  the  account  h-e  has  given 
of  the  graffes,  in  the  fccond  edition  of  his  work  ; 
the  reafons  at  large  for  fuch  differences  will  be 
given  in  the  F/ora  Londhienjts,  {vid.  Ranunculus  hir- 
Jutus,  Polygonum  minus,  Sedum  Jcxangulare,  &c.)  the 
only  notice  taken  of  them  here  will  be  to  print  in 
Italics  thofe  plants  which  I apprehend  to  be  fpecies, 
and  which  Mr.  Hudson  confiders  as  varieties. 
As  the  Garden  contains  more  than  two-thirds  of  the 
tnsre  perfedi  BritiHi  plants,  it  was  apprehended  thac 
i-hc  addition  of  the  remainder,  which  either  cannot 
be  made  to  grow,  or  have  not  yet  been  obtained, 
would  render  this  publication  more  ufeful,  not 
only  to  thofe  who  may  have  opportunities  of  vifit- 
^^0  thofe  alfo  who  have  only  the  gardert 
which  nature  affords  them  ; they  are  incorporated 
With  the  reft,  and  diftinguilhcd  by  having  no  fi- 
gures 
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gures  prefixed  to  them  ; fuch  as  have  an  afterifk 
are  confidered  as  doubtful  natives. 

As  we  have  no  compleat  Calendar  of  a Britijh 
Flora^  it  was  thought  that  the  utility  of  this  little 
volume  would  be  ftill  farther  enhanced,  by  arrang- 
ing the  plants  according  to  the  months  in  which 
they  ufually  flower  in  the  garden ; by  this  means, 
not  only  fubfcribers  know  what  plants  they  have  a 
right  to  expeft  in  blolTom  at  particular  feafons, 
but  the  botanift  at  a diftance  may  judge  what  plants 
he  is  likely  to  find  in  his  herborizing  excurfions  : 
allowances  will  naturally  be  made  for  variations  of 
flowering,  dependent  on  extraordinay  feafons. 

There  is  a circumftance  relative  to  the  blowing 
of  certain  plants,  which  deferves  fome  attention 
here,  I mean  fuch  as  the  Groundfel,  Shepherd’s  purfe, 
Daify,  dwarf  Meadow  grafs^  &c,  I would  obferve, 
that  though  thefe  may,  if  the  winter  prove  mild, 
be  found  in  bloflbm  throughout  the  year,  yet  there 
is  a certain  month  in  which  they  flower  more 
plentifully,  and  with  more  certainty  than  in  any 
other ; thus  the  Shepherd’s  purf  has  the  greateft 
profuflon  of  bloom  in  jlpul-,  the  Da'tfy  in  Afay,  the 
Poa  annua  in  June,  and  fo  on'  Such  we  appre- 
hend to  be  the  proper  period  of  luch  plants  flower- 

in"-,  and  have  fet  them  down  accordingly.
